No Meeting Today- 
Leaders of the 5,000 striking 


trainmen said they planned no 
meeting 
today with Thompson 


and charged him with responsi- 
bility lor breaking off conferences 


•'It's his responsibility," said 


R. E. Davidson, spokesman for the 
brotherhoods. "We have decided 
we are in no particular hurry now 
We've pleaded conscientiously for 
him to get down to business by 
negotiating our claims. 


"Millions are at stake for the 


railroad, and yet he is letting those 
millions go by the board rather 
than negotiate claims that amoun 
to less than $3,000,000." 


Meanwhile, representatives of 


the Missouri Pacific transportation 
company and of the company's 350 
interstate bus drivers met today 
at the offices here of the U. S 
Mediation and Conciliation Ser- 
vice. The purpose of the meeting 
was to negotiate wage demands by 
the drivers. 


The company is a subsidiary o 


the Missouri Pacific railroad: The 
drivers, who operate in nine spates 
in the south and midwest, are 
seeking a mileage rate increase 
from 5.7 to 7.5 cents under a new 
wage contract.

ing power per capita is $680.00 
and the standard ol living ha 
been raised to the place that for 
instance there are an estimated 
9,300 radios in the county."

Mr. Rethwitch concluded 


stating that the future of Amer- 
ica depends upon the thinking o 
today, and that Free Enterprisi 
and the dignity of Labor coupled 
with the motivation ol the possi* 
bility of individual gain will and 
must remain the loundation oi our 
nation. 
He commented on the 


necessity of raising our educa- 
tional level in order to maintain 
progress and stated that in his 
opinion that it was better to dig 
into ou£ own pockets at local level 
than to rely on governmental aid 
from higher levels.

Predicts Worth 
Be Vindicated

WASHINGTON, Sept 21 — (JF\ 


—Navy Capt. John G. Crommelin 
predicted today that Cedric Worth 
who helped touch off the congres- 
sional B-36 bomber inquiry, "will 
be vindicated in the eyes of the 
American people." 


Crommelin so^told a navy court 


oi inquiry. 


The captain himself is a contro- 


versial figure on the fringes of 
;he B-36 investigation. He stir- 
red up a sensation of his own 
with a charge ten days ago that 
army and ah- force brass • were 
;rying to wreck the lighting power 
o£ the navy. 


The court of inquiry is trying 


to find out whether anyone else 
in the navy helped Worth, sus- 
pended special assistant to Navy 
Undersecretary Dan Kimball, pre- 
pare a once-anonymous memo. 
The paper hinted at .fraud and ir- 
regularities in the B-36 bomber 
program. 


Worth was scheduled to testify 


later today. 


Crommelin said hs had noth- 


ing to do with preparation of the 
memo and knew of no one else 
who had lent a hand. 


But he read to the court a brief 


statement which wound up this 
way: 


"However, I wish to reaffirm 


what 1 said about the character 
of Cedric Worth. It is my firm 
conviction that Cedric Worth was 
prompted by the highest motives 
of patriotism and selflessness in 
whatever action he took to help 
point out the dangers ol the origi- 
nal Tydings bill. It is also my 
firm belief that when this entire 
investigation is completed, Cedric 
Worth will be vindicated in the 
eyes of the American people." 


Blackmer is 
Back in U. S. 


Fled 27 Years Ago 
To Escape Being 
Scandal Witness 


BOSTON, Sept. 21— (IP)—Henry 


M. Blackmer, 80, Colorado mil- 
lionaire who fled this country 27 
years ago to escape testifying in 
the Teapot Dome scandal, arrived 
here" today by plane from France 
immigration officials reported. 


Without the fanfare that mark- 


ed his flight from this country, 
Blackmer stepped off an 
Air 


France plane as just another pas- 
senger. 


Oliver Remington, assistant U, 


S. commissioner of immigration, 
revealed Blackmer's identity at 
the airport. 


Blackmer, after gaining sreat 


wealth in Colorado mining and 
western oil ventures, chose self- 
imposed 'exile in France rather 
than testify in the Senate investi- 
gations and federal court trials 
growing out of the oil scandals of 
the Harding administration. 


Subsequently, 
Blackmer 
paid 


$60,000 in fines for contempt of 
court and $3,670,784 for back in- 
come taxes. 


But he stayed in Europe—pro- 


tected by the French courts which 
refused to turn him over to this 
country. 


Blackmer, a native of Wor- 


cester, Mass., made his fortune in 
the west as a leading Colorado 
lawyer, financier, railroad owner, 
mine magnate, banker and oil 
man. 
Fled In 1924 
What he fled to escape was 


telling his part in the notorious 
Continental Trading Co. deal — 
one of a series of oil scandals that 
sent Harry F. Sinclair to jail and 
landed Albert B. Fall, former 
secretary ot the interior, to a 
federal penitentiary. 


Blackmer 
slipped 
away 
to 


France in 1924 at the height ol 
the Teapot Dome investigations. 


For four years, the government 


sought to bring him back—once 
even revoking his passport to 
make him a man without a coun- 
try. 


Blackmer adopted France as his 


home—all the while carrying on 
a fight to clear hsi affairs in this 
country. 


A French court refused to ex- 


tradite him in 1928 luling: 


1. That false income tax re- 


turns did not constitute a crime 
in France, merely a misdemeanor; 


2. That the Franco-American 


extradition agreement treated per- 
jury only as false swearing in 
court: 


3. That since false declarations 


were outlawed in France the 
statute 
of limitations relieved 


Blackmer of his alleged offenses. 


Since then, Blackmer has passed 


out of the limelight. Little had 
been heard of him until his sur- 
prise arrival today.

Solution Not

Come Easily 


Acheson Tells UN 
Assembly U. S. to 
Do Its Part

NEW YORK, Sept.. 21—(JP)— 


Secretary of State Acheson today 
re-atfirmed his belief that East- 
West differences can be ended 
peacefully, but warned that a 
solution will not be quick or 
easy. 


• In a solemn American policy 
speech before the United Nations 
assembly, Acheson promised' the 
59 national delegations the Unit- 
ed States is ready to do its part. 
As expected, his tone was con- 
ciliatory. 


His declaration blamed Russia 


for the "profound sense of inse- 
curity" which he said has en- 
veloped large areas of the world 
and has led to such steps as-the 
formation of the North Atlantic 
alliance 


It is the main task of the as- 


sembly, he said, to try to solve 
the problems which lay behind 
the cold war. 


"I pledge for the United States 


unreserved support and devotion 
to a concerted effort to this end," 
he said. 


Acheson made no direct appeal 


to Russia for a general settle- 
ment, but did call lor Soviet co- 
operation on several specific pro- 
olems such as the Balkan dispute 
and Korea. 


Seriousness to Problem 
Acheson said this session of 


the assembly, comes at a time 
when the main postwar adjust- 
ments have been completed and 
it is possible to see with more, 
clarity what the real problems 
are. 


Some of them, he said, "Are 


of a terrible seriousness." 


He added: 
"They are , too deeply rooted, 


in many instances, to be rapidly 
overcome by persuasion or com- 
promise or by isolated diplomatic 
gestures. 


"Any people, becoming aware 


of the depth of these problems,' 
despair 
of 
their 
solution 
by 


peaceful means. We have never 
shared this feeling, and we do 
not share it today." 


He listed the major, issues as 


the Balkan problem, Korea, Pa- 
lestine, Italy's African colonies, 
economic development of back- 
ward areas, violations ol human 
rights in Communist dominated 
countries, 
atomic 
control 
and 


arms regulations. 
Pledge Peaceful Means 
"In the charter," he said, "we 


pledged ourselves to settle our 
problems by peaceful means and 
to build up conditions essential 
•lor peace. 
Disregarding these 


obligations, a small group has 
persisted in policies threatening 
other members of the interna- 
tional community." 


Acheson -then called on the as- 


sembly to "make its conrtibu- 
tion" to* the 
solution of "the 


great problems pressing upon the 
nations of the world today." 
"Let us proceed," he said, "with 
appreciation of the limits of what 
we can expect to accomplish at 
this time, with confidence in the 
long-term values of patience, and 
with reliance upon the power of 
common sense in international af- 
fairs. The public interest ol the 
world community demands that 
we get on with our business." 


Russian loreign minister Adrei 


Y. Vishinsky is choosing to make 
the general Soviet policy state- 
ment in the assembly in the next 
lew days — after hearing the 
western powers. 


British foreign secretary Ernest 


Bevin said last night that _the 
western powers were determined 
to see that atomic weapons were 
not used in destroying mankind. 
He spoke at a dinner given UN 
delegates by New York city of- 
ficials. 


Bevin said the old League ol 


Nations broke down because one 
of two nations thought their war 
weapons were so advanced that 
they could conquer the world 
he added: 


"We shall take care now that 


no nations shall be under the de- 
lusion that they can get so ad- 
vanced that they can use their 
advanced position to destroy the 
world. ' On the other hand, we 
shall never use our advances to 
destroy them."

ClO-United Automobile Workers 
source said last night Ford Mot- 
or Co. has submitted an offer in 
the current contract negotiations 
in line with the President's Steel 
Fact-Finding Board recommenda- 
tion on pensions. 


The union source said the Ford 


proposal would give workers pen- 
sions of $50 a month or more at 
the age of 69 exclusive of social 
security benefits and without em- 
ploye contribution. 
The union 


source estimated the value of the 
offer at about 8 3/4 cents an 
hour. 


Company Contributes 
An insurance plan to which the 


company contributes an estimated 
1%, cents 'an hour additionally al- 
ready is in effect at Ford. 


Thus the total of the two plans 


would be worth just about the 
10-cent "package" recommended 
by the steel panel. 


The UAW reportedly is holding 


out for either a better pension 
offer or more in the form of 
health insurance. 


If Ford follows the steel board 


recommendation it would be the 
first large company to do so. 


Thus far, United States Steel

Republicans Are Being Helped 
To Block President's Program 


Sen. Scott W. Lucas of Illinois, the Senate 


Democratic leader, has taken his cue from Pre- 
sident Truman. He is blaming the Republicans 
lor the delays and defeats suffered by the Ad- 
ministration in the current Congress. 


Lambasting the GOP at Chicago recently, Lu- 


cas said: 


"We have compelled them to recognize the 


fact that they cannot hold back the tide of pro- 
gressive America. 
We have made them realize 


that all their stalling, all their clever maneu- 
vers, all their quibbling and delaying tactics 
have b«en in vain." 


Evidently this is to be the Democratic theme 


in the 1950 congressional elections. 
Successful 


in discrediting the Republican 80th Congress, 
Administration strategists, led by Mr. Truman, 
apparently believe they can do the trick again. 


Now the voting record of the 81st Congress 


makes it clear that Republicans have indeed 
opposed virtually all the key measures of the 
Truman Fair Deal -that have come to a vote 
this year. 


There is also no doubt that GOP lawmakers 


repeatedly have sought to weaken or hamstring 
Administration proposals that finally did man- 
age to get through. 


Furthermore, in opposing the Democratic pro-, 


gram, the Republicans have not come up with 
any real alternatives of their own. 
For the 


most part they have conceived blocking tactics 
to be the proper function of the "loyal opposi- 
tion." 


The real trouble is, of course, that all law- 


makers hearing the label "Democrat" do not 
necessarily stand with the Administration in 
matters of importance. 
For many years a good 


portion of the party's southern congressmen 
have been rebelling at critical moments usually 
in coalition with Republicans. 


This division within the ranks of the Demo- 


crats is such an old story that we wonder how 
Mr. Truman and Senator Lucas can even at- 
tempt to throw a smoke screen around it. 


So long as that well defined split exists, the 


Democratic party will not be an effective in- 
strument of government. 
It cannot execute 


what it proposes. 


If the American people want the Truman Fair 


Deal fully enacted, they can achieve that result 
only by further changing the makeup of Con- 
gress. They can elect more Democratic legis- 
lators in northern and western states, defeat un- 
cooperative Democrats in the South, or do a 
little of both. 
By that effort they may give 


the President the sympathetic majority he needs. 


Mr. Truman's own political maneuvering this 


year is the best proof that he himself knows 
this to be the case. He and his advisers are 
working hard to build a workable farmer-labor 
coalition in the North and to scuttle extreme 
conservatives in the South. 


We doubt that the President would do much 


harm to his party by acknowledging the neces- 
sity oi this campaign. He is probably doing a 
greater damage by this foolish pretense that 
the Democrats already offer the nation a unified 
front capable of carrying out a broad program 
—if only the Republicans will let them.

Employer-Paid Pensions 
Threaten Hopes For 
Increased Social Security 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21-—Washington, social 


security experts are worried about what the 
steel fact-finding board recommendations will 
do to the old-age pension and social security 
program now before Congress. 


What they fear is a series of special old-age 


pension plans for certain industrial groups that 
have the strike power to get them. This might 
leave millions of less-organized workers who 
have less power to strike with inadequate old- 
age pensions and meagre social security pro- 
tection. 


Under the Doughton bill, now pending on the 


House calendar, nearly 50,000,000 employees 
would share contributions with employers to 
double present social security benefits. 
The 


steel board, ho\vever, favors a pension plan for 
the steel workers paid for entirely by employ- 
ers, in addition to government social security. 


What also worries (lie social security planners 


is this: Will the steel workers and other well- 
organized labor groups push as hard for higher 
social security benefits for which they pay part 
of the cost, when they can get them from the 
employer for nothing? 


CIO secretary James B, Carey warned the 


House committee on ways and means in 1946 
that if Congress failed to expand social security, 
"then labor organizations of the type of the 
United Mine 'Workers will attempt to secure 
security for their workers in some other man- 
ner. 
The point that I am making is just a 


simple one," continued Carey, "that this pro- 
gram presented by John L. Lewis to the opera- 
tors is a type of program that we say should be 
administered by the federal government." 
»Carey's prediction was right. Lewis put across 


his welfare fund — though it's now suspended 
—thus putting the miners in a favored posi- 
tion over other workers. 
Naturally the steel 


workers 
don't want to be outdone by the 


miners. And millions of other oldsters who do 
not belong to unions don't want to be outdone 
either. It would have been better if Congress 
had handled the entire problem in the first 
place. 
Tito's Brand of Communism 
When a Yugoslav diplomat was transferred 


from Washington back to Belgrade, his wife 
confided to a Washington neighbor: 


"I'm going to have to buy a whole new ward- 


robe." 


"But why?" asked the neighbor. "Your things

dent's own fact-finding board on steel. Instead, 
Truman was meek, mild, and condemned nobody 
—despite the fact that the steel workers ac- 
cepted the principle of the report while the 
company has rejected it. 


Latin Loans — Secretary of State Acheson is 


telling Latin American delegates to the United 
Nations who complained about not getting eco- 
nomic aid from the U. S. that the international 
bank and monetary fund has made 70 percent 
of all its loans to Latin America. Acheson will 
disclose that the bank would make more loans 
if Latin Americans asked for more money. 
Every application has been processed. 


Paratrooper Tells Truman 
Master Sgt. Jim Hendrix, who fell 1,000 feet 


from an airplane and lived to tell about it, 
called at the White House for the second time 
the other day. On a previous visit, President 
Truman had pinned the Congressional Medal 
of Honor on Hendrix after he had smashed a 
German machine gun nest singlehanded, killing 
seven enemy soldiers and capturing 13 others. 


The President hadn't forgotten this first meet- 


ing, and when he saw Hendrix the second time, 
he recalled: 


"Among those who were decorated with you 


that day was a boy in a wheel chair who had 
lost both his legs in battle. I'll never forget 
something he said. He remarked that he had 
but one life, but that he was still ready to give 
it for his country." 


Truman questioned Sergeant Hendrix closely 


about his 1,000-foot plunge to earth when his 
parachute failed to open at Fort Benning, Ga. 


"I know the good Lord saved me from 


death," felated the paratrooper. 
"When I was 


about 500 feet from the ground, I screamed to 
him for help. Then I grabbed my feet so that 
I would strike the earth in a V shape. When 
I hit the ground, I rolled. I was shaken up ter- 
ribly, but had no serious injury. 


"Things like that don't happen by accident," 


he added intently. "It was God's will that I 
be saved." 


"I'm as sure of that as you are, son," said the 


president. 
"And he saved you for some good 


reason. He wanted you to live for some good 
cause."

ment in the Berlin situation are now able to 
report two notable advances. 


The Russians and the western powers have 


agreed to use German technicians from both 
east and west zones of Berlin to put the city's 
utilities in order. Better still, they have agreed 
to accept for mailing all letters bearing each 
other's postage stamps.

The Doctor Says 


Content of Young Scholar's 
Lunch Box is Very Important

Mothers who prepare 
lunch 


boxes to be taken to school and 
eaten 
at 
noon 
ought to know 


something about what should be 
put into the boxes. It is assumed 
also, of course, that breakfast and 
supper are well balanced meals 
containing adequate quantities of 
nutritious foods with vitamins and 
minerals. 


Certainly milk should be in- 


cluded in a thermos bottle if it is 
not purchased regularly at school 
separately from the home-packed 
lunch. A growing child ought to 
drink about a quart of milk a day 
and it may be difficult to get this 
in at the other two meals or be- 
tween meals. 


In addition to milk the noon 


meal should supply some protein 
which can be given easily in the 
form of boiled eggs or egg sand- 
wich, meat sandwich, or cheese. 
Fruits and vegetables ought also 
to be included. Lettuce and to- 
mato, as salad or in the form of a 
sandwich, can be used. 
Carrots 


or any fruit 
like 
apple, pear, 


peach 01 orange, can be included 
in a lunch box and they are all 
easy to eat at school. These fruits 
and vegetables supply many de- 
sirable vitamins. 
Easy to Get Starches 
Carbohydrates or s t a r c h e s, 


which give needed energy quickly, 
can be taken easily in the form 


of bread with the sandwich, or 
potato 
salad. 
Many 
children 


have a sweet tooth and if the 
youngster is not going to sub- 
stitute a sweet for other import- 
ant constituents ot the box lunch, 
some cake, candy or cookies in 
small quantities could well be in- 
cluded to top off the meal. 


A school lunch should be as 


attractive as possible, so that just 
the right amount of the right 
foods are included each day in to 
supply an active youngster with 
energy and the other foods needed 
to m help in doing the best school 
work. Youngsters should be dis- 
couraged from "trading" parts of 
their lunches because this could 
easily destroy the balance of the 
whole meal. * * *

Threat of Crisis 
In Britain Labor 
Government 


LONDON, Sept. 21—(^—Brit- 


ain's Labor government faced a 
political crisis in its own ranks 
today. Trade unions threatened to 
revolt against higher prices re- 
sulting from money devaluation. 


Outside Britain echoes of the 


clash in the British pound's value 
continued to jolt the world's mar- 
kets. In all, 23 nations now have 
devalued. Belgium, with a cut of 
12 per cent in the Belgian franc, 
and Portugal, with a 15 per cent 
cut in the value of the escudo in 
relation to the dollar were the 
latest to join the devaluation par- 
ade. 


France proposed to Italy, Hol- 


land and Belgium that the four 
countries act together" to ease 
trade barriers and make their cur- 
rencies freely interchangeable. 


The threat of a British political 


crisis was raised by the General 
Council of the Trades Union Con- 
gress, whose eight million mem- 
bers are the backbone of the rul- 
ing Labor party. 


The TUC council — instead of 


endorsing government policy as 
it has in the past—decided last 
night it "could not pass on the 
necessity of devaluation." It called 
for 
assurances from economic 


chief Sir Stafford Cripps that the 
government would make every 
effort to limit price rises which 
will be sure to come from cheap- 
er money.

NEW YORK — (JP) — Men who 


buy and sell diamonds may 
ulcers—but the lads who dig them 
don't. 
/ 


The gems are whacked out of 


the good earth of Africa by black- 
hued native boys. 


"Cancer Is e x t r e m e l y rare 


among them, and ulcers are abso- 
lutely unknown," said Mrs. Gladys 
Babson Hannaford, who has made 
a career lecturing on diamonds. 


Mrs. Hannaford returned re- 


cently from a trip through the 
glitter mines of the dark contin- 
ent. She is one of the first women 
to inspect the coastal diamond 
fields north of the Orange river 
in southwest Africa. 


Eumors have spread around the 


world that these fields are so fab- 
ulously rich that a man can slip 
ashore at night from a motor boat, 
scoop up a gallon of rough dia- 
monds—and speed away a million- 
aire. Owners even are reported to 
have hired camel patrols to guard 
the beaches at night against noc- 
turnal raiders. 


Mrs. Hannaford says this is all 


utterly ridiculous. 


"They couldn't have a camel 


patrol because camels get rheu- 
matism that close to the sea," she 
said. 
Operation Costly 
"The fields are rich, but the 


native diggers would feel Ji?ky 
if they collected a gallon of dia- 
monds in a year. And it's an ex- 
pensive operation requiring much 
equipment. 
The diamonds are 


found inland in a layer twenty to 
thirty feet under the sand cover- 
ing a prehistoric beach." 


Operations center near Orange 


Mouth, a village of 500 Europeans 
and 1,600 natives. It is 200 miles 
to the nearest railroad,- and the 
desolate area is so windswept that 
gardens near the river must be 
surrounded with walls' to keep the 
vegetables from being blown out 
of the ground. 


Mrs. 
Hannaford 
dashed any 


hope that engagement diamonds 
would become any cheaper. She 
said the stockpile of stones that 
existed before the war has been 
eaten up. And the sourse of supply 
is dwindling. 


"Only three mines are now op- 


erating in the rich Kimberley 
fields," she said. 


One mine has a compound in 


which dwell 1,700 native boys, 
some of whom hike 300 miles for 
their jobs. They get from $1 to 
$2.50 a day, plus living quarters, 
and a bonus ranging up to $300 
for each diamond they find. 


"They stay for an average of 


nine months," said Mrs. Hanna- 
ford. "By then many have saved 
enough so they can go back to 
their tribe in the forest and live 
for two years without working.'' 


This habit, no doubt, explains 


the absence of ulcers. Only a con- 
firmed worry wart could develop 
an ulcer on a two-year vacation. 


The native boys are fond of 


Hollywood movies, 
particularly 


cartoons and western pictures. 
Vohement Swear Words 
"They have t e r r i b l e swear 


words in their own language, 
said Mrs. Hannaford. "Whenever 
the villain appears, they curse 
him as long as he is on the 
screen." 


They aren't allowed to bring 


into the compound anything that 
can't be easily searched. One boy 
insisted on bringing in a flashy 
new bicycle, even though warned 
he wouldn't be able to take it out 
when he left. 


"He charged twenty cents each 


to teach the other boys to ride," 
laughed Mrs. Hannaford. "In a 
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week he had paid for the bike. 


"After that he charged them 


twenty cents a ride. He left a 
weilthy man, and sold his bike for 
more than he had paid for it." 


Like many others he probably 


went home and bought a wife. 


"The current market quotation," 


said Mrs. Hannaford, "is ten cows 
for an ordinary girl. But a village 
belie might cost fifteen cows." 


Who gets the cows? Papa, of 


course. Africa is one place where 
they don't milk the old man. 


Early Spanish settlers in Ameri-
